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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on March 18, 2008 is sufficient to overcome the prior art reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose or fairly suggest a hydraulic system comprising first and second drive units the first 
drive unite comprising a hydraulically driven motor, a flow control valve controlling the flow of 
hydraulic fluid through the motor so as to provide substantially constant flow through the motor 
irrespective of lad variations on the motor in combination with the rest of the positively recited 
limitations as set forth in claim 18.
